The evidence in possession of the state’s 
attorney last night was believed to be suffi- 
clent to warrant the following several in- 
dictments by the grand jury: 

LUKE WHEELER on the following four allega- 
tions: 

1. Charging forgery of the tax receipt held by 
Capt. Williams and purporting to be a bona 
fide receipt for the payment of $26,770.19 taxes 
on the Masonic temple property. 

2. For an attempt to commit a crime under the 
statutes based on the testimony of Michael 
Walsh, a clerk in the office of the county 
treasurer, who says Wheeler offered him @ 
bribe of $1,000 if he would fix the treasurer's 
books so they would show that the temple 
taxes had been paid. 

3. For alleged forgery of each of the several 
notes, negotiated by himself, and the sig- 
natures to which have been declared forgeries 
by the men whose names they bore. 

4. For alleged conspiracy to violate the laws, 
based on evidence in connection with the 
Masonic temple tax case.

The installation of Dr. Wahl's apparatus, 
if accepted, will cost the board $250 for each 
school. Dr. Wahl’s plan involves the use of 
the steam plants in the schools for the boil- 
ing of the water, after which it is to be cooled 
by the use of cooling collp, which he claims 
can de installed at a nominal cost.

The same writer says there has been a 
tendency on the continent of Europe to argue 
thet since the United States has embarked 
upon overseas enterprises herself she can 
scarcely expect other powers to abstain 
from similar enterprises in the waste lands 
and anarchical states of South America. In 
these circumstances President Roosevelt 
does well to let the world know that nothing 
is changed in regard to the Monroe doctrine. . 


Daily Mail Says “Harmless.” 

The characteristic ingo attitude of Eng- 
land toward the speeches is most plainly ex- 
pressed by an editorial in the Daily Mail, 
which says: 

“ We do not find that in his second speech 
President Roosevelt added anything to what 
he said in his first or in any way explained 
what was dark and mysterious therein.

Martinelli, supported by Cardinal 
Steinhuber. The reason was Bishop Far- 
ley's attitude towards Archbishop Corrigan, 
but Farley had strong supporters, one car- 
dinal saying that despite their different 
temperaments it was much to Farley’s cred- 
it that he lived in comparative harmony 
with Archbishop Corrigan. 

It also was remarked that after the death 
of Archbishop Corrigan, Bishop Farley, to 
all, appeared the only appropriate prelate 
to succeed to the post.

ARCTIC SHIP FRITHJOF SEEN. 


Ziegler Supply Vessel Delayed by Ice 80 
It Cannot Reach Franz Josef 
Land at Time Expected. 


TROMSOE, Norway, Sept. 1—The Bald- 
win-Ziegler supply ship Frithjof, which left 


here on July 1 for Franz Josef and, was 


spoken on Aug. 14. 
well on board. 

The sealing yacht Soeblomsten arrived at 
Alten-Fiord on Sunday and brought a letter 
from the Frithjof. The latter was spoken 
on Aug. 14 in latifude 76.50 north and longi- 
tude 40 east.

German Writer Says Humanity Is 
: Shown by United States Troops in 
the Filipino Campaign. 


BERLIN, Sept. 1.—A correspondent of the 
Frankfort Zeitung, writing from Manila, re- 
plies to the charges of cruelty on the part 
of the American army appearing in European 
newspapers. He. says: ; 

“Perhaps no other nation except the 
United States would have had the patience 
to meet the stubborn resistance of the Fili- 
pinos in Samar for two long years with such 
humanity as, on the whole, has been the 
case. It is not to be wondered at that the 
American leaders finally let their gall run 
over at the treacherous tricks played upon 
them and adopted sharper measures. Of 
course some excesses occurred, but it ts 
highly inadmissible to select these few cases 
and serve them to the public as typical of 
American war making.“ 

The correspondent also emphasizes the in- 
justice of expecting Americans to observe in 
every case the rules of civilized warfare 
while fighting such a foe, 

The writer praised the political shrewd- 
ness, combined with moderation, of making 
surrendered insurgent officers governors of 
provinces. 


TEMPERANCE LEAGUE IS SUED. 
French Distillers Ask Damages Because 
of the Agitation Against the 

Liquor Traffic. | 


PARIS, Sept. 1.—Suit for damages by the 
chamber of distillers against the Anti-Al- 
coholic league will be brought before the 
courts this week, forming the oddest legal 
proceeding ever started im France. The dis- 
tiers claim that the agitation against all 
forms of liquor is prejudiciai to their inter- 
ests, and therefore constitutes ground for 
damages. The secretary of the Anti-Alco- 
holic league said: “ are rejoiced at the 
prospect of the publicity that will be given 
our efforts by this action. We regard this 
opposition as testimony to the success of 
our long years of warfare against one of the 
greatest scourges of modern France. The 
idea is prevalent that the French area sober 
people, but as a matter of fact the popula- 
tion of the country is decimated by the abuse 
of alcohol.

FRENCH-CANADIAN LINE URGED.

PARIS, Sept. 1.—The Canadian colony of 
Paris gave a banquet tonight at the Palais 
d'Orsay to Sir Wilfrid Laurier, prime min- 


ister of Canada. M. Ribot, a former French | 


premier, presided at the function. 

M. Ribot said the Franco-Canadian agree- 
ment of 1898 had resulted in increasing al- 
most fivefold Canadian imports from France, 
while French imports from Canada had al- 
most doubled, and that still more must be 
achieved by creating a direct steamship 
service between Canada and European ports. 
France, continued the speaker, was anxious 
to cooperate with Canada in struggling 
against the attempts to monopolize the At- 
lantic carrying trade. 

In reply to a toast, Sir Wilfrid said the 
Canadian government had offered a subven- 
tion of $50,000 to establish a direct French- 
Canadian steamship line. He appealed to 
French ship owners to consent to bear thei 
part in the cost ot such a line. |

ization—Labor; Man Dublin’s Mayor.

DUBLIN, Sept. 1.—In consequence of the 
activity that is being displayed by the na- 
tionalists nearly the whole of Ire- 
land has been proclaimed under the 
crimes act. Dublin city. and the en- 
tire province of Munster and Connaught 
are the sections specified. The inclusion of 
Dublin is for the purpose of including the 
chief newspaper of the United Irish league. 
The counties of Kings, Limerick, Long- 
ford, Queens, and Westmeath, and the bor- 
ough of Limerick are among the districts 
proclaimed under the crimes act under the 
sections dealing with trial by special jury 
and change of venue. 


May Mean League’s Suppression. 

LONDON, Sept. 1.—The nationalists regard 
the new crimes act proclamation, which 
brings a total of seventeen counties, nearly 
the whole of Ireland, under its operation, as 
a declaration of war by George Wyndham, 
chief secretary for Ireland, on the Irish

Storm Grows Into a Cyclone.

Ballast was thrown over continually, 
but the atmospheric pressure grew greater 
and the cold contracted the gas. The bal- 
loon, time after time, barely grazed the 
mountain tope, only to swoop down deep 
cafions on the other side. :

Patrick H. O'Donnell, former public ad- 
ministrator and now a convicted jury briber 
was the central figure in the demonstration 
of the Building Trades council at Sharp- 
shooters’ park yesterday afternoon. He was 
cheered as he drove into the grounds, greeted 
with yells of approval as he mounted the 
platform, and heartily applauded as he de- 
livered his speech.

He was singled out above Senator Mason, 
Speaker L. I. Sherman, and Samuel Alschul- 
er. When in a burst of oratory he told the 
audience that the duty of “ trades unions is 
to inculcate into humanity a lofty citizen- 
ship the applause far surpassed that given 
to any of the other speakers. 

O'Donnell came on the program directly 
after Speaker Sherman and Senator Mason. 
The latter in opening his remarks gave 
O'Donnell the stamp of his approval by tell- 
ing a story of the days when they cam- 
paigned together. He told thecrowdthat he 
was glad to precede the former administra- 
tor, who in the days past had always stolen 
his thunder.” This brought out yells for 
O'Donnell and cries of All right, Pat.“ 

When “Long John” Ryan of the Archi- 
tectural Iron Workers’ union, who was act- 
ing as chairman, introduced O'Donnell he 
did it by announcing that the next speak- 
er is a man who needs no introduction, a man 
who has always been a friend of the work- 
ingman.” ‘This was loudly applauded.

The fifth season of Powers’ theater was 
opened last night with the first performance 
in this’ city of Haddon Chambers’ four act 
play. A Modern Magdalen, by Amelia 
Bingham and an exceptionally strong com- 
pany. The house was well filled and the au- 
dience highly appreciative, displaying an en- 
thusiasm quite unusual for a first night per- 
formance, Miss Bingham, as well as nearly 
all the prominent members of her company, 
received hearty applause at the close of 
every act and even during acts, After some 
of the most powerful scenes. There was a 
lurking apprehension that Miss Helena Clen- 
denen, the Chicago authoréss, who asserts 
that Haddon’s adaptation is an infringement 
on her authorship rights, would resort to 
some legal steps to prevent the performance 
last night, but the fear proved-groundless. 
Nothing was done by Miss Clendenen and 
the management was greatly relieved, al- 
though it ‘was fully prepared to meet any 
emergency, by holding Itself ready to furnish 
any bond that should be required. 


The play which Mies Bingham has chosen 
for her opening engagement this year is a 
problem play in the widest and most compre- 
hensive sense of the word. It presents, in a 
manner as biunt and brutal as it is unfor- 
tunately true to reality, the problem in- 
volved in the darkest phases of human Hfe 


and leaves the problem unsolved. It is true, 


the author has suggested a solution, but it 
is of so ideal a character that it seems out 
of harmony. with the realism of the play. 
Speak of the brutal realism of Magda 
or “The Second Mrs. Tanqueray, it can- 
not be compared with thecrushing realism of 
the situations which are developed in the 
course of A Modern Madgalen.“ It is not 
a play for, the chaste ears of a sister,“ 
as Faust expresses it. To mature men and 
women of worldly, experience and seriotis 
thoughts it is undoubtedly a powerful “ ar- 
gumertum ad oculos, a Mene Tekel, that 
will set them thinking long after the show 
is over, and may teach them a terrible les- 
son, may make them better men and women, 
more charitable and lenient with the faults 
and shortcomings of their weaker brothers 
and sisters. To young and unsophisticated 
minds a play like this is a thing of danger, 
like a dotble edged weapon in the rms ofa 
child, So much for the ethical value of A 
Modern Magdalen. 

As a play and a literary production “A 

odern Magdalen is admirable. The con- 
struction of-the drama is masterly, the de- 
velopment of the plot is logical, and the 
dramatic tension is well sustained. The 
climax is reached in the third act, when the 
strong hand of Eric Hargreaves stays the 
hand of Katinka, the modern Magdalen, at 
the moment when she would throw away 
her life as worthless and burdensome, 
despairing of the possibility of redemption. 
As a problem play the drama might end 
at that point, leaving it to the audience to 
find the solution of the problem. But, with 
admirable courage, the author does not stop 
at that point. He adds another act, and, 
strange to say, succeeds not only-in main- 
taining to the last fall of the curtain the 
interest of the aisiience, but in creating a 
scene full of powerful pathos, relieving the 


‘extreme tension to.which the situation in 


the third act had become worked up. 

Tce ‘individual characters which are in- 
troduced in the play are masterfully drawn 
and so true to life that one is almost shocked 
at the bluntness with which they stare one 
in the face. The weak and pleasure loving 
Magdalen, who at a critical moment of her 
life chooses the wrong path, because her 
father neither by his advice nor by the ex- 
ample of his own life had helped her to over- 
come her own inclinations, is a creature we 
may meet every day. So are the other char- 
acters; not bodyless schemen sprung from 
the hazy imagination of a dreamer, but full 
of life and blood, with all the faults and 
weaknesses that flesh is heir to. é 

— 

The performance was one of the most har- 
monious and enjoy able masterpieces of dra- 
matic art presented in this city for many a 
day. ‘There was scarcely a flaw in the en- 
semble, after all not a surprising fact, con- 
sidering the unusually high quality of the ma- 
terial from which it was composed. The only 
weak spot was the Olivia of Lucille Spinney, 
but even in this case the unsympathetic char- 
acter of the röle may be accepted as a miti- 
gating circumstance. Miss Bingham gave a 
carefully polished and remarkably strong 
impersonation of Katinka, and again proved 
herself an actress of exceptional ability. Mrs. 
Madge Carr Cooke, to dispose of the women 
of the company first, played Mrs. Jenk#is 
with wonderful realism and fairly lived the 
part. The Hiram Jenkins of Mr. Dixie was 
an admirable piece of characterization and 
cannot be praised too highly. 

Wilton Lackaye, who played Brinker, the 
representative of honest brutality, almost 
succeeded in engendering the sympathies of 
the audience for the blunt and plain spoken 
“business man, who make no attempt to 
make himself appear better th n he really is. 
Society forgives you for stealing money, 


but not for lending it,“ is one of the many 


epigrammatic things he says and which so 
well characterize his nature. Hobart Bos- 
worth made a manly and sufficiently ideal- 
istic Eric and developed surprising dramatic 
power in his great scene with Katinka in the 
third act. Ferdinand Gottschalk did not make 
quite so much of the part of the unctuous and 
hollow reformer John Strong as he might

Molly, a new comedy by George C. Hazile- 
ton, had its first production at the Teck 
theater tonight.

struction and misplaced climaxes, and, on 
the whole, rises much as a sky rocket, gain- 
ing cumulative interest from the initial mo- 
ment, and ending with a fizz, a bang, and a 
boom. 

The play as it stands contains the elements. 
of success, but before it can be rounded into 
the symmetric proportions of a hit it will be 
necessary to make material alterations, and 
coincidentally subject the company to the 
leveling process of a uniform standard of 
excellence, which “it does not now possess. 

On the part of Miss Laura Nelson Hall and 
Charles D. Waldron, the leading réles were 
sympathetically depicted. Comedy was in 
excellent hands, with Robert MeWade as 
Smythe, an unctuous old art critic, and Flor- 
ence Robinson as a gushing art patroness. 
The ingenué role also was satisfactorily 
presented by Gladys Gates as Rose Masters, 
while Lucile York was pleasing and sym- 
pathetic in the part of Ann’s sister-in-law. 
Hazzard, as Dudley, was immature. Rich- 
mond is a brutal exploitation of the domestic 
bravo of modern society, but the character, 
though overdrawn, is better drawn than it 
is interpreted by Mr. Frazier.

I affirm 
without hesitation that among the best 
friends’ of our comrades in the south are 
the surviving ex-confederates. My com- 
fades, as we grow older our hearts become 
more gentle and tender, and next to the 
comrade who stood by our side ie the brave 
a0ldier who faced us.” Im this spirit the 
general goes on to call the attention of the 
Grand Army to the comfederate home at 
Mountain Creek, in Alabama, and to af- 
ford to the members of the Grand Army an 
ypportuinity to contribute, individually or as 
dosts, to the maintenance of so worthy an 
enterprise.

THE VERMONT ELECTION. 

This is election day in Vermont. The 
‘lection will be the most important aed in- 
teresting one held in the state for many 
years. The contest is not the customary one 
between republicans and democrats, whose 
result is predetermined. The liquor ques- 
tion is in politics this year, and in all prob- 
ability will stay there until definitely dis- 
posed of. 8 

The feeling of opposition to the prohibito- 
ry law, a law which is evaded in many parts 
of the state, has ripened into a demand for 
local option and high license. There is a 
tegular republican candidate for governor 
on a platform which pledges the party to 
pass a high license, local option bili to be 
submitted for ratification to the people and 
to become operative at once if ratified. 

There is an independent republican candi- 
date running on a high license and local 
option platform. There is a democratic 
candidate. There is a probfbition candi- 
date, who may get a larger vote than usual 
because the republican party is drifting 

* away from prohibition. | 

A eandidate to be elected must have a 
majority of all the votes cast. It is possible 
that tiie independent republican will receive 
so many votes that there will be no election 
by the people, and the legislature will have 

‘to’ elect. It will be republican, for the bolt- 
ers have no legislative candidates, and Gen. 
‘McCullough, the regular republican candi- 
date, will, in any event, be the next gov- 
‘nor. 

Some republican county conventions have 
repudiated the action of the state conven- 
tion on the license question. There will be 
opposition in the legislature to the enact- 
ment of the law promised by that conven- 
tion. The vote for Clement, the independent 
eandidate, will reveal the number of repub- 

licans Who are unalterably against prohibi- 
tion, and if the vote be a large one the repub- 
lican managers will do all in their power to 
secure the passage of a high license law. It 
may not be many years before Maine,.the 
first state to adopt prohibition, will be the 
last one professing it. 


THE ADMIRAL AND THE DUCHESS. 
The captains who did not countenancé the 
, giving of a reception to the duchess of Marl- 
Forough and her party last Sunday after- 
noon on board Admiral Higginson's flag- 
ship. on the eve of the commencement of 
the sham war between the navy and tae 
army have more respect for the important 
business they have on hand and less venera- 
tion for people of rank and fashion than 
is the case with Admiral Higginson. A 
society function is not the fit prelude of ihe 
game of war whether the war is real or 
make believe. The war in this instance 
is a pretense, but the object of the game 
not to amuse the public or to entertain 
ter society people. It is to show the 
skill and efficiency of the antagonists. The 
maneuvers now being carried on cost money.

“wer That was the idea of the captains. 
They were of the opinion that the prepara- 
tions for the serious business on hand should 
not be neglected for a social function.

It is a request the plain, ordinary, respect- 
able, undistinguished American citizen 
would not have made. If he had made it 
Capt. French would have frowned upon 
the request and Admiral Higginson would 
have rejected it. should he have re- 
jected the request made on behalf of the 
duchess of Marlborough, or if he felt he 
could not turn her away, he should have 
extended an invitation to all the plain peo- 
ple of Newport and vicinity to come also. 
Then there would have been no invidious 
distinctions, and the people wonld have 
said that Admiral Higginson had fine demo- 
cratic instincts. 


JHE PHILIPPINE POLICY. 
Gov. Taft has outlined the American pol- 
icy as to the Philippines. It is a policy 


which most Europeans will look on as fan- 


tastic and which the “ anti-imperialists ” 
will feel called upon to denounce as criminal. 
The policy is that the United States shall 
hold the islands indefinitely so as to educate 
the Filipinos up to a state where they will 
be able to administer self-government—up 
to a condition where they can vote intelli- 


ng gently whether it would be better for them 


to become independent or to occupy towards 
‘the United States a position similar to that 
of Canada towards Great Britain. 
' Europeans who profess to know the race 
to which the Filipinos belong assert that 
this kind of education is impracticable. 
They say the Americans have less promising 
material to work on than the English or 
‘Dutch have in their Malayan possessions. 
They say the Filipinos have been for three 
centuries under the sway of a decadent 
Latin people, in its later phases one of the 
most indolent and inert of European races, 
and all the failings which made the friends 
of the Malay despair of his future have been 
intensified. They say itis doubtful whether 
the Filipinos have the ability to work with 
any degree of steadfastness, and must be 
excluded from the calculation so far as the 
labor supply is concerned—that if the is- 
lands are to be developed as they can be 
developed, Chinese immigration must be in- 
vited. 
The anti-imperialists will argue that 
the United States has no right to set itself 
up as a judge of what constitutes ability for 


‘educate Filipinos up to such a state without 
their. consent if they have not reached it. 
The anti-imperialists regard it as a 
‘crime to do good to others against their will. 
They stand by the doctrine that if a band of 
savages or semi-savages wish to be free 
from alien control they must be let alone. 
It is fortunate that this doctrine was un- 
recognized during the early history of the 
United States, or Illinois would now be oc- 
eupied by Indian tribes. . 7 
Gov. Taft does not agree with the Euro- 
peans who deny the possibility of the eleva- 
tion of the Filipinos. ‘While he knows Ma- 
lays are not fond of work no tropical race 
is—he evidently believes the Filipinos will 
work. Commercial interests, he says, must- 
rely upon Filipino labor—that while immi- 
‘gration restrictions may be relaxed tempo- 
rarily to let in outside labor, ultimately the 
Filipinos must be employed in most of the 
enterprises. ‘Theirs is to be the toil and 
theirs the reward. 
The disinterested and lofty policy of the 
American government as to the Filipinos 
will commend itself to Américans. But it is 
a policy which, to be successful, tinust be 
patiently and steadfastly carried on through 
long, laborious years. It requires the con- 
tinuous services and unremitting exertions 
of men of ability, conscientiousness, and en- 
durance. “ Labor conquers all things,“ but 
it will take an infinite amount of unwearied 
mae to reach the goal marked out by Gov.

. UNIONISM IN GREAT BRITAIN. 
The British trades union congress, which 
met yesterday in London, does not bear 
to British trades unionists the same rela- 
tion which is borne by the American Feder- 
ation of Labor to the trades unionists of 
this country. The British congress is not 
much more than a conference of labor lead- 
ers. The administrative powers with which 
the American federation is intrusted are 
lodged in another body, called the British 
Federation of Trades Unions. This federa- 
tion is only about three years old. The 
congress, on the other hand, is about thirty- 
four years old and has acquired a great deal 
of experience und some weight of authority. 
Its propaganda is largely developed 
through a parliamentary committee. This 
is what gives force to the agitation, men- 
tioned in yesterday’s papers, for a direct 
representation of the labor vote in the house 
of commons. To tell the truth, the British 
trades unionists are not far astray in think- 
ing that the time for trades union legislation 
has come. Not long ago a Manchester join- 
er got damages against the Joiners’ union 
| for insisting, under threat of strike, that he 
should be dismissed from his employment. 


employer is now seeking heavy damages 
against a trade union because it persuaded 
his men to quit work. It was not a ques- 
tion of violence. The persuasion, as the em- 
ployer himself admits, was peaceable. His 
only claim, though in his opinion a suf- 
ficient one, is that through the action of the 
uniow his business was injured. Consider- 
ing all that we are told in this country 
about the strength of the British trades 
unions these little incidents are surprising. 
If the unionists are hurting the British 
manufacturer, they are doing it with their 
hands tied. ay 
The fact is, of course, that the present 

status ‘of the British unions is absurdly 
anomalous. The acts of 1871 and 1875 
gave the unions a legal existence. They 
did not, however, give them corporate privi- 
leges. For instance, it is doubtful if they 
could sue a member for nonpayment of his 
subscriptions. This would be tolerable 
enough if the lack of corporate privileges 
earried with it a lack of corporate liabilities. 
But it doesn’t. The Taff Vale decision made | 
it clear that a union can be held corporate- 


bly responsible for the acts of its members. 


Could any situation be more embarrassing?

Many of them have for the first time reached 
organization. In fact, the spread of organi- 
zation has been the feature of the year’s 
work. The working man is prosperous. He 
is getting a good deal. But he wants more.

have felt the spirit of the times. Their 
union seemed to be a joke, but no doubt it 
was to them a serious thing. Perhaps not 
quite so much could be said for the union, 
which the chorus girls tried to start.

On the whole, however, 
the raids made by Chicago unionists into the 
domains of nonunion labor ha ve resulted in 
maby captives, and the union ranks; have 
received thousands of recruits. Success has 
not beén unattended by acts which have 
seemed to the public to be arrogant and 
tyrannical, but the establishment of local 
arbitration boards in the case of certain 
trades holds out hopes of change. The side 
which rejects arbitration will now forfeit 
public sympathy: The situation, therefore, 
while not altogether reassuring, is at least 
promising, and certainly interesting. Be- 
fore next Labor day we are likely to see 
events. 


THE MONTH WITH THE R.“ 
The month.with the“ R“ is here, marking 
at once the departure of summer and the ar- 
rival of the oyster. Not that the oyster is 
not good in some of the months which have 
no R,“ but custom has decreed that the 
best of all bivalves shall have a rest from 
May to September, and that lovers of sea 
food must be content with the clam, the 
crab, and the lobster in the summer months. 

The custom is a beneficent one, and could 
the clam and the lobster also have a three 
months’ vacation it would be better and 
there would be little danger of the ultimate 
extinction which now threatens them. This 
year the oysters have thriven during the 
months without an R.“ Their edible quali- 
ty will be as fine as ever, the quantity will 
be intreased, and best of all in these days 
of domestic financial burdens it is prom- 
ised that prices will be lower than last 
season. The oystermen all along the coast 
from New Jersey down to Hampton Roads 
report that the season will be the best for 
five years, that the beds are full of attrac- 
tive bivalves, and that the supply is un- 
usually large. The great schools of drum- 
fish which swarmed along the coast in July 
did the beds little injury, and they have 
been more vigilantly protected from 
pirates than ever before. * 

The part the oyster plays in the business 
of this country is of more consequence than 
is usually supposed. The total oyster out- 
put of the world has been estimated at 
about 36,000,000 bushels, worth nearly 830, 
000,000, and of this value nearly one-half 
belongs to this country. Maryland alone 
averages an annual output of about 11.632. 
117 bushels, valued at $5,866,120. This is 
the commercial value of the oyster. Its 


occupies first place upon every menu. In 
Whatever shape it appears it is equally 
welcome, and yet the most appreciative and 
cultivated connoisseur will welcome it most 
heartily in its native state, untouched by 
heat. It was a kind arrangement of nature 
.that the oyster should be available during 
the months with an “ R,“ for there are eight 
of them.

The recent quarrel between King Leopold 
and his brother, however, which culminated 


mand of the Belgian cavalry and the sever- 
ance of his connection with the Belgian army, 
has Mkewise led him to make a public an- 
nouncement of the fact that he had not the 
slightest intention of abandoning his rights 
of succession to his son, and that if he sur- 
vives his brother, King Leopold, he intends 
to succeed him as ruler of Belgium. The 
count is several years younger than his kins- 
man, King George of Saxony, who has just 
followed his elder brother, King Albert, on 
the throme at Dresden, and there is no reason, 
therefore, why he should consider himself 
too advanced in life to take the place of his 
brother Leopold when the latter is gathered 
to his fathers. | 
— 

The announcement has created a consider- 
able sensation not only in Belgium but aiso 
throughout Europe. For, in the first place, 
King Leopold has been in the habit during 
the last five years of presenting and treating 
his nephew Albert everywhere as the next 
heir to the throne, and, secondly, the count 
of Flanders is strongly opposed to his brother 
Leopold's Congo enterprise, and thoroughly 
disgusted by the numerous scandals to which 
its administration by Leopold has given rise. 
The count of Flanders' sentiments in the 
matter are those of nearly all sensible and 
respectable people in Belgium, and there is 
little ‘doubt that if he ascends the throne 
he will, with the, consent of the cham- 
bers, take steps to institute a conference of 
the great powers, including the United 
States, for the purpose of restoring to them 
the Free State, the sovereignty of which was 
intrusted by them to King Leopold in 1884 
at Berlin. 


— 
It may be remembered that King Leopold 
has on several occasions offered to the Bel- 
gian-government to turn over to it the Congo 
Free State in returm for their assuming cer- 
tain financial responsibilities in connection 
therewith. On each occasion the offer has 
‘been declined at any price, in spite of all 
the influence which King Leopold managed 
to bring to bear upon the government and 


the matter. 

The count of Flanders is rich. He can weil 
afford to dispense with any money that might 
accrue to him from the Congo Free State if 
he were to succeed to the throne. He realizes 
that its possession is calculated as matters 
stand now to disgrace the Beigian crown 
and to imperil the Beigian.nation. He has 
disapproved of the enterprise from the out- 
set, and when he becomes. king there is no 
doubt but what the Free State will be cut 
adrift both from Belgium and from its reign- 
ing house. 


— 
Ex-President Cassimir-Perier has been of- 
fered the position of French Ambassador at 


Paris in diplomatic and official circles that 
he has been sounded as to whether he would 
consent to enter any cabinet which M. Wal- 
deck-Rousseau might be asked to form on 
the resignation of the present premier, the 
|ex-Abbé Combes. It is rumored that in the 
event of his joining a Waldeck-Rousseau 
cabinet he would do so as minister of war. 
There is no precedent in Europe for a for- 
mer president of a republic becoming, not 
the premier, but one of the cabinet ministers 
‘or ambassadors of his successor as chief 
magistrate. But there are precedents in the 
new world. Numbers of South American 
statesmen, after completing their term of 
presidency, have taken up their residence in 
Europe as ministers plenipotentiary of their 
respective republics, and even here in the 
United States we have found ex-President 
Harrison accepting a quasi-diplomatic posi- 
tion in Europe in connection withjthe Ven- 
ezuelan controversy. 

There is no doubt that from a French point 
of view Casimir-Périer’s appointment to the 
position of ambassador at St. Petersburg 
would be in every respect a most exceilent 
one. Indeed, he would enjoy there a prestige 
and an influence which no other foreign en- 
voy could hope te achieve. To begin with, 
he is enormously wealthy. Then, too, he is 
a knight of the Russian order of St. Andrew, 
a @istinction so rarely accorded that there 
are at the présent moment only four Rus- 
sians not of imperial birth who wear its blue 
ribbon across their breast. Casimir-Périer 
received it as chief magistrate of France, 
and during his term of office as such like- 
| wise was’ invested with the Spanish order of 
the Golden Fleece, added to which he wears 
the grand cross of the Legion of Honor as 
a former grand master of the national order 

France. 
* is known everywhere abroad that, like 
Marshal MacMahon, he resigned the presi- 
dency of the French republic because he 
found himself powerless to prevent a policy 
for which as the chief executive he would 
have been responsible, but which was dia- 
metrically opposed to his principles of aman 
of honor and to his sense of patriotism. He 
won the respect of ah those who are aware 
ot the true circumstances that led him to 
make way for President Faure. Nowhere 
does he enjoy higher regard than in Russia, 
and as ambassaddr there he would be re- 
garded much more in the light of the rep-

KILLED IN WRECK, 


MANY PASSENGERS ARE CARRIED 
To DEATH IN CARS. 


Scores ot Others Are Injured, a Large 
Number Fatally—Four Coaches of an 
Excursion Train Filled with Ne- 

groes Jump the Track at a Curve 
on a High Embankment and Pile in 
a Heap at the Bottom—Wounded 
‘Saved from the Debris

Birmingham, Ala., Sept. 1.—While round- 
ing a curve pn a high embankment near 
Berry, Ala., at 9:80 0’clock this morning the 
engine and four cars of an “excursion train 
on a branch of the Southern railway leaped 
from the track and rolled ‘over arid over, 
smashing. the coaches into kindling wood 
and causing the instant death of thirty 
persons and the injury of eighty-one others. 
Physicians say at least twenty-nine of the 
injured cannot live. 

With the exception of H. M. Dudley, train- 
master of the Southern railway, living at 
Birmingham; J. W. Crook, the engineer; and 
Roscoe Shelby of Columbus, Miss., all of the 
dead and injured are negroes who had taken 
advantage of excursion ratés from points in 
Mississippi to Birmingham. * 

Train Drops Sixty Feet. 
When the wreck occurred the train was 
running at a rate of thirty miles an hour 
and just started around a curve on top of a 
sixty foot embankment. ‘ 

Without warning the tender ot the engine 
suddenly left the track, jerking the engine 
and the firet four cars with it. There were 
ten cars to the excursion train, but only 
the first four plunged down the steep incline. 

Cars Crushed to Pieces. 

The cars, which were packed with pas- 
sengers, turned completely over several 
times, and were crushed like eggshells, kill- 
ing and crippling the inmates. Persons who 
have returned from the scene of the wreck 
say it is indescribable. The bodies of the 
negroes wete scattered in every direction, 
and the means and appeals for help from the 
wounded were heartrending. - 

As soon as the accident was reported tothe 
officials of the road wrecking trains carry- 
ing physicians were hurried from Columbus, 
Miss. and Birmingham, and everything pos- 
sible is being done to alleviate the sufferings 
of the injured.

FAMILY DISPUTE IN MICHIGAN 
ENDS IN A TRAGEDY. 


David P. James of Holton Township, 


Near Muskegon, After Shooting 
Youth, Wounds Neighbor Who Had 
Given Him a Home and then At- 
tempts to Kill Another Man—Widow, 
Child, and Sister of Victim Are Resi- 
dents of Chicago. 


Muskegon, Mich., Sept. ‘1.—[Special.}—A 
dispute between David P. James, a farmer of 
Holton township, this county, and his son 
John ended yesterday in the father killing 
the son, firing five shots into his body, and 
then wounding a neighbor with whom the 
latter was stopping. 

Several weeks ago the son had a quarrel 
with the father and they separated. The 


son ‘yesterday went to the farm to feed his. 


horses. The two quarreled and the father 
fired two shots at the young man, both tak- 
ing effect. | 

The wounded man was helped into his 
carriage by the housekeeper. but the old 
man reloaded his weapon and pursued the 
youth. He overtook him half a mile away, 
and when the son was discovered his body 
was in the brush, pierced by five bullets, 
and his-horse was wandering along the high- 
way. 

The elder James then went to the Hender- 
son farm and shot Mr. Henderson, but he 1s 
not fatally injured. 3 

James then went to the home of his father- 
in-law, where his wife, who had left him 
about two weeks ago, was living. He fired 
two shots at the father-in-law, John Lewis, 
after the latter had refused him the privilege 
of seeing his wife. Neither shot took effect. 

James fled to the woods, and was captured 
late in the evening, when, driven by hunger, 
he went to a farmhouse for food. He is now 
in jail in ‘this city. a 3 

The dead man has a wife and child living 
at 6740 Sangamon street, Chicago, and a sis- 
ter, Mrs. Ellen J. Sutton, at 6845 Green street, 
the same city. 

The trouble between the father and son 
arose over the housekeeper, Mrs. Lucy Lewis, 
who the old man said was his second wife. 
Since the son went to the farm last Febru- 
ary the father says his wife has been paying 
too much attention to John and every thing 
has been going wrong. The father is W years 
of age and is said to be a cousin of Jesse 
James. He confessed to killing a negro in 
southern Michigan in 1873 and served five 
years in prison for the crime. The wife is 
30 years old and the son about 32.

Company of Which Former Secretary of

Not Resigned and Knox Is Not 
Being Considered. 


East Northfield, Mass.,. Sept. 1.—The at- 
tention of the president having been called to

The suit was brought by the state against 
the Northern Securities company, James J. 
Hill, as president of that company; James J.

Sent and individually, one for the Great 
Northern, and one for the Northern Pacific. 


Declares Rates Are Lower. 


The main answer, that of the Securities 
¢ompany, sets up a general denial of all the 
charges made by the attorney general of 
Minnesota. It is denied that the Securities 
company was formed to consolidate parallel 
and competing railroads in order to keep up 
rates. It is asserted that freight rates are 
lower than they were before the formation 
of the Northern Securities company and that 
fates will continue to be lower. 


Sets Up General Denial. 


The defendants deny that the Northern 
Securities company has ever conducted any 
business in Minnesota, or hed any place of 
business, or owned any property in the 
state; and the railways, the 1 of 
the Eastern railway of Minnesota, 
Northern railway company 

They also deny that James J. Hill was on 
Nov. 18, 1901, or that he has ever been, the 
owner of or in the possession or control 
of, or had on said day, or at any time, sub- 
ject to his direction or disposition more than 
a’ majority, or more than a portion far less 
than a majority, of the ere. of the 
Great Northern compan 

They deny that the 
way company ever became eae corporation 
of or within the staite of Minnesota, or that 
it ever became subject to the laws there- 
of, except by — a copy of its articles with 
the secretary of state. 


Companies Still Independent. 
They also deny that the Northern Pacific 
company’s lines have since the organization 
of the Securities company been operated sub- 
ject to the dictation or control of the officers 
of that company, and deny that the board 
of directors of the Northern Pacific company, 
when the bill was filed or at any time since, 
have been the persons stated in said bill; on 
the contrary, the board of directors of said 
company was when the bill was fled and 

since has been composed as follows:

It is denied that the line of the defendant 
vompanles between the state of Minnesota 
and Puget sound were or are parallel, or have 
ever been competing lines, except at a few 
points, at nearly all of which they competed 
and still compete with the lines of other com- 
danies. 

They deny that the defendant companies 
have competed with each other for passenger 
or freight traffic in any other or different 
manner or to any greater extent than they 
have continuously done since the formation 
of the securities company, and will continue 
to in the future. They admit that the lines 
are the only lines of a single railway com- 
pany traversing east and west all the north- 
ern tier of states west of the Mississippi 
river. They deny that these lines are the 
only lines crossing the state of Minnesota 
and connecting the Pacific ocean by rail with 
points in said state, or chat they are the only 
lines connecting the territory of northern 
tier of states or the territory tributary there- 
by rail with the Pacific ocean.
